\n inquest was held Sunday in 
the Vienna Times office, conducted 
by Roy ce Bridges, deputy coroner. 
Because of conflicting testimony 
the jury recommended further in- 
vcstigation into the cause of th* 
fire and resulting deaths. 
According to the testimony of 
Mi 
Pender and Mrs. Martin, they 
had returned to the Martin homo 
from a tavern in Vienna about l l 
o clock Saturday night, and that 
Mi 
Martin was brought horn# by 
a friend about 11:15. 
They testi- 
fied Mr 
Martin went directly to 
bed. 
According to Pender, he testi- 
fied he was asleep and when he 
(Woke suddenly 
he 
found the 
house on fire. 
The only exit waa 
the front door, he stated, aa the 
doors to other rooms were blocked 
by furniture, so he jumped through 
a window. 
Mrs 
Martin testified 
she waa 
asleep on the couch and woke up 
when *'lu* saw a chair afire. 
She 
lated she ran outdoors for a buck­ 
et of water which she poured on 
the fire and returned outside for 
another bucket, but when she tried 
to ; et back in the house she waa 
unable to because the entire house 
was ablaze 
I he children were asleep in up- 
*lairs bedrooms and were trapped 
by the lire 
The bodies were in the care of 
the Robertson Mount funeral home 
in v ienna and funeral services were 
hi Id at 2 p rn today for Roscoe 
Martin and the children in the Tay­ 
lor Methodist church near the Mar­ 
tin home.
